You have a wide choice of camera 
styles and prices. You can get super­ 
speed miniatures with f.2 and f.2.3 
lenses; others with f.3.6 lenses; cam­ 
eras taking larger pictures that have 
f.3.6, f.4.5, and f.6.3 lens. Naturally, 
the better the camera is—the more 
speed and versatility 1t has—the 
more It costs, but there is no need to 
spend in excess of your needs. Thou­ 
sands of good pictures are made 
every day with moderately priced 
cameras, and they will serve for 
most snapshot purposes.

A 
small 
infestation 
of 
Red 
Spider has appeared on the Don­ 
ald I. French farm in the Gideon 
Community, Delta Realty 
Com­ 
pany Farm at Catron, and the K. 
E. Bird farm at Kewanee. 
Each farm was visited by either 
the agent or assistant agent 
and 
small spots were found 
in 
the 
lit Ids. 
No particular damage has 
been done m either case and fur­ 
ther spread will not be likely since 
the three agreed to spray or dust. 
Also, the rain will be helpful in 
preventing further damage. 
Cul­ 
tivation is about completed, which 
will reduce 
the 
possibilities 
of 
further scattering of the 
spider. 
O ther 
farm ers 
in 
the 
county 
should be on 
the 
lookout 
for 
spider, too, as it may be present 
but not noticed as yet. 
Its pres­ 
ence may tirst be detected by the 
appearance on the upper surface 
of the leaf of a blood-red spot. 
As leaves become more 
infested 
they redden or turn rusty yellow 
over the entire 
surface, 
become 
folded, then turn brown and dry, 
and finally drop. The lower leaves 
usually are first attacked, but in- 
festion may spread upw ard until 
aften only the bare stalk and one 
or two term inal leaves rem ain, in 
such cases plants almost 
always 
die. 
The spiders or mites 
them - 
selves may he seen on the under 
side of 
the 
leaves, 
by 
looking 
closely. 
The color of the spiders 
vary. 
Some are rusty green, sometimes 
greenish am ber, occasionally yel­ 
lowish, at tim es almost black, but 
most often a brick red. 
In many 
instances they may be m istaken 
for aphids. 
The best m ethods of 
control are to keep all weeds cut 
down around the field, especially 
poke-berries, m orning glories, iron 
weed, and others. 
Also, 
certain 
ttowers and cultivated crops, such 


as garden beans, corn, tomato and 
onions, may harbor the pest. Of 
course, in the latter case 
spray 
has to be used. Probably the most 
satisfactory spray is liquid 
lime- 
sulphur, using one 
part 
of 
the 
liquid-hm e sulphur to 70 parts of 
water. 
It is essential that the un­ 
der side of the cotton leaves, or 
other plants, be sprayed effective­ 
ly if good results are to be 
had. 
Flowers of sulphur have bc*en used 
rather successfully in a num ber of 
cases too. 
It should be used at 
the rate of 10 pounds per acre, be­ 
ing sure that it is dusted well into 


the plant, so as to come in con­ 
tact with the under side 
of 
the 
leaves. Soap or oil emulsions may 
I** used rather effectively too.
